Sir: 


Instructions have been received at this Bureau from the Secretary of the Treasury to cause 
the amount of bullion on hand at your mint available for coinage into fractional silver coin, and 
such amount of fractional silver coin, as may be transferred for recoinage, to be coined into 
dimes. 


I am informed by the Treasurer of the United States that the supply of dimes in the 
several sub-treasury offices is about exhausted, and that it is absolutely accessary for the public 
convenience that a coinage of dimes, as authorized by the Secretary, should be made without 
delay as the demand is urgent. 


You will, therefore, please proceed to coin into dimes such bullion including the coins 
transferred to you for recoinage, as you may have on hand, without delay.
